THE WARRANT 


Article 4+ took up considerable time 
and caused much discussion, many of 
the appropriations made by the finance 
committee being given careful attention. 


Appropriations 


The appropriation for the maintenance 
of the schools was the first question to 
be discussed. John Alden said that the 
Sehool.Board had. asked _ for $30,000, 
owing to the increased expense of trans- 
porting the children, which last year in- 
curred a debt of $500. This $1000 
granted would satisfy the committee, as 
they intended to ask for larger amounts 
later, and recommended that %29,000 be 
appropriated. This was voted. 

On school-houses, Mr. Alden said that 
the $2000 recommended would hardly 
keep the schools in running order, but 
would do at the present time. He made 
a motion for this amount, which pre- 
vailed. 

Mr. Alden moved that $2200 be appro- 
priated for school-books and supplies, 
although more is needed, as many of the 
books at Punchard are in a very bad 
condition. 

M. F. D'Atey recommended the appro- 
priation of $3000 for repairs on highways 
and bridges. This was voted. John L. 
Smith said that some of this money 
should go

On the appropriation for sidewalks

Changes at Schools 


The question which has been upper- 


most in the minds of all for the past few | 


weeks was then taken up and thorough] 
discussed. 
to the installing of a central heating 
plant at the Stowe, Johu Doxe and Pun- 
chard schools, sanitaries’for the two lat- 
ter schools and also for the Indian Ridge 
school in Abbott Village and the Bradlee 
school in Ballardvale. 

John Alden, chairman of the School 
Board, opened the argument and was 
heartily in favor of te project. He ad- 


| mitted that it was a large proposition 
, and wished it were much smaller. 
_ committee,” he said, “have been face to 
| face with several schemes for improving 


“The 


the condition at the different schools, es- 
pecially for the purpose of giving more 
room in the John Dove and Stowe 
schools, a private house being hired by 
the town for the use of children who 
should be accommodated in the former, 
building. ‘This does not satisfy the com- 
mittee and should not satisfy the citizens, 
as the population of the town is growing, 
mostly in the center district, and in 
time this room will be over crowded. 
Consequently the children will be held 
'! back as there will be noseating capacity. 
| There are now 30 pupils brought from 
, the districts to the center schools, it hav- 
{ing been thought best to bring them in, 
as it is much better for their educa- 
tional interest. Here they mingle with 
more children and in that way have 
wider knowledge of current events. 


There are other requirements besides 
room. ‘The sanitaries which are now in 
use are old fashioned and unfit for the 
use of children in a town like Andover. 
Every citizen is desirous of having his 
house connected with the sewerage and 
why shouldn't he be as desirous of hav- 
ing the schools where his children attend 
connected with the sewerage? At pres- 
ent the sanitaries are inadequate, un- 
sightly and undesirable. a 


At the John Love school there is no 


taries as the boilers which are there 
take up all the space. At Punchard the 
situation iS worse than at either of the 
other buildings. Here not only are the 
sanitaries poor but the ‘heating and ven- 
tilation is-far from what it should be. 
There are four furnaces in this building, 
which did very well until the annex on 
the rear was buiit and the hall was used 
for a recitation room. A boiler and sani- 
taries could be put under this school by 
disturbing the foundation walls but it 
was thought that this method would not 
prove satisfactory.” 

Mr. Alden thought that the wisest 
plan would be to follow the central heat- 
ing plant idea as recommended by the 
Séhool Board. He said that the proper 
place to build this plant would be 
directly in the rear of the John Dove 
school. 

Mr. Alden described the plant, saying 
that there would be two boilers and 
room for another if it should be needed 
atafuture time. ‘There will also be a 
goal pocket and two play rooms on this 
per On the first floor there will be 
our roonis, two of which. will be used 
for the kindergarten.and the other two 
will be reserved ‘for future use. Thre 
building will be so constructed that at 
any, time the roof can be raised aid more 
stories added. Hersaid that the building 
would be thoroughly fireproof and 
wowd contain all the modern conven- 
iences. He then told of the expense 


astructure. He called attention to the 
| tact that material and labor are about 
33 per cent higher today than at the 
, time the Stowe school was built, which 
cost $25,000, and in view of that fact the 
$45,000 asked for was not an extravagant 
sum. He said that this. amount would 
include the improvements at the Indian 
Ridge and Bradlee schools.

He had confidence in the committee 
that had reported and believed they had 
given the citizens all necessary infor- 
mation upon which to base a decision. 

Mr. Jenkins said that he did not mean 
to havé the work delayed by appointing 
another committee, but only to give the 
question a more thorough investigation, 

Mr. Alden then said that Punchard 
would have to be attended to at once if 
the full appropriation was not granted. 
He said the whole scheme had been 
unatimously indorsed by the School 
Committee. 

John W. Bell indorsed the opinion of 
the expert. who explained the plant at 
the Andover Club. 

J. Newton Cole said that he wished 
all the citizens of the town could have 
heard the opinion of Mr. Kimball on 
the central heating plant. He said that 
the plant was not as large as the one at 
Phillips Academy, which was highly 
recommended by Mr. Stearns. Mr. Cole 
said that no doubt $45,000 was a large 
amount ‘of money, ‘but-it was not be- 
yond the means of Andover’s citizens. 

Mr. Rogers said that there was no one 
who took a deeper interest in the public 
, Schools than he did. The business 
| which he follows, that of a real estate 
| agent, was the means of bringing him in 
contact with a large number of people 
who were contempiating making Ando- 
ver their future home, and he was 
proud to present to them not only our 
schools but our water and sewer systems, 
not forgetting our police department. 
He believed that the schools ought to be 
put in a first class condition, and in his 
judgment the School Board, who in all 
likelihood would have charge of this 
; work, ought to be enlarged by adding 
a few practical men, men who were 
accustomed to this kind of work to the 
committee. It was his opinion that by 
making a few changes in the basement 
of the Punechard School, a steam boiler 
could be put in which would heat the 
building sufficiently, and still have room 
for the sanitaries, and he thought this 
matter ought to be postponed to enable 
this committee tv investigate © still 
further and report at a future meeting.

the interests of the town, In the 
earlier part of the meeting he said that 
the town was called upon to act in the 
interest of the Town farm. He was in 
favor of arranging better facilities for 
the children first. 

Prof. E. Y. Hincks spoke in favor of 
installing the new system at once. 

William Shaw said that there was no 
alternative, as it was more important. to 
house the children properly than house 
the cattle at the Town farm. He was 
sure that a more practical set of men 
could not be found than were now serv- 
ing on the School Board and hoped that 
the citizens would put their faith in 
them. 

John N. Cole then spoke vigorously in 
endorsement of the school committee, 
and the peculiar fitness of the chairman 
in particular tocarry on such work as 
was proposed. He stated that there 
could be no possible doubt of the need of 
improved sanitariés and heating at the 
two centre schools. He had beena 
member of the special committee to in- 
vestigate the John Dove case when the 
work was done at the Stowe school and 
it was made very clear to him that no 
satisfactory location could be found 
within the present structure for the 
sanitaries. He was not so sure about 
the need of more school rooms and 
thought perhaps the town could build 
the basement of the building proposed 
by the committee, with very little loss if 
the future demanded more room. Some- 
thing must certainly be done, and there 
seemed to be no question of that by any 
citizen, and he believed that under the 
plan of payment proposed, the burden 
would be felt very little by the tax- 
payers. 

Allen F. Abbott advised all those who 
doubted the necessity of the improve- 
ments to visit the schools and see the 
condition for themselves.
